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Applicant's arguments have been fully considered but are not persuaisve. 

In the remarks, Applicant argues, in substance, that Fox-Spyglass do not disclose means for correcting the send-out image based on a first 
correction process based on a first class of display terminal, or a second class based on a second class of display terminal. The Examiner 
disagrees. As described in the rejection, Fox discloses a plurality of image correction processes based on a terminal specification, 
however does not explicitly disclose a first process for a first class of devices and a second process for a second class of devices. 
Spyglass does disclose a device database which contains content conversion characteristics the system is asked to support. Spyglass is 
rather vague with respect to this device database and how these characteristics are utilized. By combining Fox and the table which shows 
various classes of devices (i.e. Apple Newton, Typical Notebook PC, Typical Desktop PC) all with diferring display sizes/colors, bandwidth 
capabilities, etc., one of ordinary skill in the art would find it obvious to utilize the converstion tecnhiques for one device class would not be 
the same as another device class (i.e. they do not have the same resolution, color depth, etc.) and therefore can be construed as a first 
process and a second process, one per device class. Sufficient motivation to combine the two references can be found in the Final 
Rejection. By this rationale, Fox-Spyglass clearly teach each and every limitation of the claims and therefore the rejeciton is maintained. 
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
